Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

1 herewith  submit  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ended  3 1st 
December,  1965.  The  Report  is  compiled  in  accordance  with  the 
instructions  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  as  given  in  Circular  1/66 
(Wales)  and  the  Public  Health  Officers  Regulations,  1959. 

No  unusual  trends  were  shown  by  the  vital  statistics  for  the 
year,  1965.  The  total  number  of  deaths  from  malignant  conditions 
was  58.  The  largest  single  cause  of  death  from  malignant  neoplasm, 
lung,  continued  to  be  carcinoma  of  the  lung  or  bronchus.  Nine 
males  died  during  the  year  from  these  conditions  but  there  were  no 
female  deaths.  Coronary  disease,  angina,  accounted  for  86  out 
of  a total  of  403  deaths  from  all  causes.  The  difference  between 
the  sexes  in  this  latter  cause  of  death  was  not  significant,  48  deaths 
occuring  in  males  and  38  in  females,  although  there  was  a slight 
tendency  for  male  deaths  to  predominate  in  the  lower  age  group. 
Only  two  deaths  occurred  from  Respiratory  Tuberculosis. 

There  was  no  serious  epidemic  of  infectious  disease  other  than 
measles  during  the  year  but  a small  outbreak  of  food  poisoning  due 
to  Salmonella  typhimurium  occurred  in  June  in  the  upper  part  of 
the  valley.  It  was  limited  to  members  of  one  family  and  their 
immediate  relations,  and  although  meat  was  thought  to  be  the 
initial  cause  no  actual  proof  was  forthcoming.  The  first  case 
was  an  elderly  man  who  died  in  hospital.  He  was  however, 
seriously  ill  with  a chronic  condition  before  he  became  infected. 
In  July,  three  cases  of  dysentry  (Shigella  sonnei)  occurred  in 
Clydach.  These  cleared  up  in  hospital.  Investigations  showed 
that  the  infection  had  been  brought  in  by  two  teenage  girls  from  the 
Swansea  area  who  were  staying  with  a family  in  Clydach  at  the  time 
and  were  found  to  be  symptomless  carriers.  Later  in  the  year 
several  further  cases  of  Sonne  dysentery  occurred  in  the  Swansea 
Valley  and  in  the  Cwmllynfell  area.  In  all,  three  confirmed  cases 
of  Salmonella  typhimurium  food  poising  occurred  in  the  first  out- 
break together  with  a small  number  of  symptomless  carriers  and 
later  there  were  eleven  confirmed  cases  of  Sonne  dysentry  occurring 
in  four  small  scattered  outbreaks  as  mentioned  above.  During  the 
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summer  a number  of  cases  of  mild  scarlet  fever  were  notified  in  the 
Clydach  area.  These  all  occurred  in  young  children  attending  the 
local  infants’  school  where  there  was  also  a number  of  children 
suffering  from  septic  throats  but  having  no  rash.  Extensive 
swabbing  was  carried  out  by  the  Department  and  a number  of 
cases  of  haemolytic  streptococcal  throat  infections  were  discovered. 
These  were  excluded  from  school  and  treated  with  antibiotics  by 
their  own  doctors.  This  outbreak  cleared  up  in  a few  weeks. 

On  31st  December,  1965,  520  applicants  remained  on  the  Council’s 
housing  list.  On  the  same  date  in  1964,  there  were  501  applicants 
on  the  list.  During  the  year  1965,  169  families  were  rehoused 
under  the  points  Scheme  and  8 families  rehoused  as  keyworkers  etc. 

Towards  the  end  of  December,  the  mountainside  at  Godrer- 
graig  which  had  previously  caused  concern  began  to  move  again 
following  very  heavy  rains.  Existing  cracks  widened  and  new 
cracks  appeared  and  in  one  instance  a fairly  large  and  substantial 
house  collapsed  and  was  engulfed  in  less  than  a minute  by  a sudden 
fall  of  earth  and  rock  accompanied  by  a large  gush  of  water.  A 
number  of  people  were  in  the  house  at  the  time  and  furniture  was 
being  removed  to  a place  of  safety.  However,  fortunately,  they 
were  able  to  get  out  a few  seconds  before  the  house  disappeared. 
Because  of  these  movements  in  the  mountain  it  became  necessary 
to  rehouse  thirty  odd  families  as  an  emergency.  This  was  carried 
out  under  the  supervision  of  the  Public  Health  Department  and  the 
problems  involved  are  described  in  more  detail  in  this  report. 

It  is  desired  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Council  for  their  co-operation  and  interest  in  the  work  of  the  De- 
partment and  the  Staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  who  have 
at  all  times  carried  out  their  duties  in  a satisfactory  manner.

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SECTION  B.— GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH 
SERVICES  FOR  THE  DISTRICT 

(a)  Laboratory  Facilities. 

As  in  previous  years  samples  for  bacteriological  examination 
were  dealt  with  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Cockett,  Swansea 
and  samples  for  chemical  analysis  including  those  related  to  air 
pollution  at  the  County  Laboratory,  Cardiff.

(b)  Welfare  Services,  Hospital  and  Ambulance  Services. 

The  two  County  Council  hostels  at  Danybryn  and  Gellygron 
continued  in  use  and  help  to  meet  the  increasing  need  for  such 
accomodation.  Your  officers  maintain  a harmonious  working 
relationship  with  the  Welfare  Officers  of  the  County  Council  when 
cases  arise  affecting  the  duties  of  both  authorities. 

The  Clydach  and  Gellynudd  Hospitals  continue  to  be  admin- 
istered by  the  Glantawe  Hospital  Management  Committee  as  is 
the  Hearing  Aid  Service.  A number  of  meetings  took  place  during 
the  year  with  representatives  of  the  Welsh  Regional  Hospital  Board 
to  consider  the  possibility  of  hospital  closures  when  the  new  hospital 
at  Singleton,  Swansea  would  come  into  use  and  the  situation  as 
it  affects  this  area  is  being  carefully  studied. 
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The  new  County  Ambulance  Station  at  Church  Street, 
Pontardawe  which  was  opened  last  year  appears  to  be  operating 
smoothly.

SECTION  C 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 
Water. 

The  Cray  Reservoir  of  the  Swansea  Corporation  continues  as 
the  main  source  of  the  district’s  water  supply.  In  certain  areas 
where  pressure  is  inadequate  this  source  is  supplemented  by  supplies 
from  a number  of  springs  and  tanks  under  the  control  of  the 
Council’s  Water  Department.  Cray  water  is  also  held  in  some  of 
these  tanks.  Buik  purchase  for  the  year  ended  31st  March,  1965 
for  industrial  and  domestic  use  amounted  to  732,375,000  gallons. 

(a)  The  water  supply  of  the  area  in  all  parishes  is  generally 
satisfactory  (i)  in  quality  and  (ii)  in  quantity. 

(b)  Samples  for  chemical  analysis  and  bacteriological  examination 
of  raw  and  treated  water  going  into  supply  were  taken  through- 
out the  year  and  results  were  generally  satisfactory. 

(c)  There  was  no  evidence  of  contamination  by  lead  in  any  of 
the  samples  analysed. 

(d)  A piped  mains  water  supply  is  available  to  most  of  the  pop- 
ulation of  the  area  (30,000)  covering  about  10,000  dwellings. 
A few  isolated  houses  still  depend  on  stand  pipes  but  the 
number  of  dwellings  depending  on  private  supplies  from 
springs  and  wells  is  less  than  one  hundred. 
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Public  Swimming  Baths. 

As  in  past  years  the  two  open  air  baths  at  Clydach  and  Ystal- 
yfera  maintained  respectively  by  the  Parish  Councils  ol'  Rhyndwy- 
clydach  and  Llanguicke,  continued  in  use  during  the  summer  and 
were  well  patronised.  Samples  of  the  water  were  taken  from  time 
to  time  by  the  Council’s  Public  Health  Inspectors  and  were  satis- 
factory.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

1 have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  report  for  the  year  1965. 

In  the  main  the  work  proceeded  normally,  with  inspection  of 
the  services  when  necessary,  and  the  maintenance  of  the  services 
generally.  The  report  sets  out  the  work  done  under  the  normal 
functions  of  public  health  inspection  and  statistics  are  given  where 
applicable. 

The  closing  weeks  of  December,  brought  the  lanslips  at 
Godrergraig  and  Craig  Cefn  Parc  and  reference  is  made  in  greater 
detail  later  in  the  report  to  the  problems  which  arose.

(a)  REFUSE  COLLECTION 

(i)  Direct  Labour  Collection 

Refuse  collection  proceeded  normally  during  the  year.  As 
reported  in  previous  years,  the  change  in  refuse  composition  is 
becoming  increasingly  apparent.  There  is  at  the  present  moment 
a high  bulk  content  with  low  density  ; this  dictates  the  use  of  larger 
vehicles.  Increasing  traffic  build-up,  particularly  at  a time  when 
refuse  is  collected,  renders  side  loading  vehicles  dangerous  to  per- 
sonnel who  have  to  walk  on  the  inner  side  of  the  road.

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During  the  year,  a new  rear  loading  dual  tip  vehicle  commenced 
work  in  the  Clydach  area.  This  enabled  the  collection  service  to 
be  improved,  but  the  height  of  the  vehicle  imposes  further  problems 
of  garage  alterations  and  access  to  small  lanes.  Your  Council 
has  approved  the  principle  of  replacing  all  side  loading  vehicles 
now  in  use  with  rear  loaders,  and  when  this  has  been  completed 
consideration  will  have  to  be  given  to  a special  collection  by  a small 
vehicle  of  the  inaccessible  roads  of  the  area  generally. 

(ii)  Refuse  Disposal. 

Land  reclamation  by  refuse  tipping  is  the  method  adopted 
throughout  the  area  for  the  disposal.  During  the  year,  however, 
the  Council  approved  a visit  to  an  area  where  a mechanical  shredding 
system  was  in  operation.  The  plant  considered  apparently  seemed  to 
work  satisfactorily  and  to  produce  quickly  a shredded  end  product 
which  made  for  easy,  compact  disposal.  When  the  plant  was  new 
in  design  and  it  was  understood  that  an  adjoining  area  were  testing 
similar  models,  it  was  decided  to  await  further  experience  of  the 
system.  The  new  large  capacity  vehicles  referred  to  above,  will 
now  enable  sites  to  be  considered  outside  centres  of  population, 
and  it  is  thought  that  two  tips  in  the  upper  and  lower  parts  of  the 
valley  will  be  adequate  and  more  easily  served  by  the  Council’s 
mechanical  levelling  equipment. 

The  tips  at  Craig  Cefn  Parc,  Ystalyfera  and  Gwaun-Cae- 
Gurwen  are  continuing  in  operation  and  the  joint  tipping  project, 
with  Llandeilo  Rural  Council  at  Cwmllynfell  has  satisfactorily 
developed. 

(iii)  Contracts. 

Contract  collections  are  carried  out  at  Velindre,  Garnswllt, 
Cwmllynfell,  Rhiwfawr,  Cwmcerdinen  and  Tynyberllan. 

(b)  NIGHT  SOIL  REMOVAL. 

Contract  collections  are  now  restricted  to  those  few  areas 
where  sewers  are  not  provided.  As  these  areas  become  more 
scattered  for  the  contractor  and  fewer  in  number  so  does  the  price 
collection  commensuratically  rise.  This  raises  the  question  of 
basic  economics,  and  it  is  thought  that  both  from  the  health  aspect 
which  is  the  prime  consideration  and  the  finance  implications 
which  cannot  be  overlooked,  a time  has  arrived  when  the  sewering 
of  these  places  should  be  undertaken.  Should  levels  of  rock 
make  access  to  the  trunk  sewer  impracticable,  then  consideration 
might  be  given  to  one  of  the  systems  which  have  since  the  war 
come  to  increasing  use  ; mostly  small  treatment  plants.

(c)  STREET  CLEANING 

The  Council  pays  an  annual  amount  within  the  terms  of  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1936,  to  the  County  Council  for  the  cleansing 
of  highways  by  this  latter  authority.  The  repayment  basis  has 
been  agreed  throughout  Glamorgan  by  the  constituent  county 
districts  and  cleansing  is  carried  out  on  a mechanized  basis. 

(d)  LITTER 

The  report  of  the  previous  year  referred  to  the  instability  in 
this  area  of  litter  bins  with  hinged  lids  and  base.  Metalic  corrosion 
renders  them  unusable  in  a short  time.  The  new  open  bins  with 
inner  liner  introduced  during  the  year,  have  proved  quite  successful 
and  the  plastic  bonded  containers  are  standing  up  very  well  to  local 
weather  conditions. 

In  connection  with  litter,  it  is  proper  to  refer  to  the  problem 
of  abondoned  vehicles.  The  Pontardawe  Rural  District  with  its 
large  open  spaces  and  mountain  roads  presents  an  ideal  dumping 
ground  for  members  of  the  public  faced  with  the  problems  of  car 
disposal.  This  is  a national  difficulty,  and  the  Ministry  of  Housing 
and  Local  Government  in  Circular  8/65  recommended  the  use  of 
Litter  Act  powers  where  offenders  could  be  traced.  In  many  in- 
stances the  car  owners  have  found  it  impossible  to  dispose  of  the 
vehicle  through  normal  means  and  dump  it  on  an  open  space 
without  any  identification  marks.  As  a last  resort  it  is  felt  that  the 
only  practicable  solution  will  be  for  Local  Authorities  in  suitable 
areas  to  set  up  a joint  scheme  for  collecting  and  disposing  of  all 
vehicles.

Rodent  Destruction 

The  accompanying  table  shows  the  action  taken  during  the 
year.  Every  effort  has  been  made  to  deal  promptly  with  complaints 
and  no  indications  have  been  found  during  the  year  that  infestations 
are  on  the  increase.  There  is  also  no  evidence  of  rat  resistance  to 
the  poisons  used. 

Token  baiting  has  been  carried  out  in  the  Council’s  sewers  and 
excessive  infestation  does  not  appear  to  exist.  Discussions  have 
taken  place  with  officers  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and 
Food,  with  a view  to  the  joint  treatment  of  all  sewers  being  carried 
out  during  the  coming  year.

REPAIR,  OVERCROWDING  AND  DEMOLITION 

(a)  Repair 

Informal  action  has  been  taken  during  the  year  to  effect  the 
repair  of  houses  in  the  area  as  in  previous  years.  It  is  pleasing  to 
report  that  relationship  with  house  owners  is  sufficiently  cordial 
to  achieve  the  necessary  improvements  without  recourse  to  statutory 
action.  Improvement  grants  are  a feature  of  the  Councils  housing 
policy  and  a great  deal  of  repair  work  is  taking  place  coincidentally 
so  that  the  houses  are  brought  up  to  the  required  standard. 

Godrergraig  and  Craigcefnparc  Landslips 
and  their  Housing  Implications. 

It  is  likely  that  the  year  1965  in  the  month  of  December,  will 
be  long  remembered  for  the  above  incident.  Intensive  rain  during 
the  preceeding  months,  and  particularly  the  week  preceeding  the 
19th  of  December  did  not  auger  well  for  the  stability  of  Godrergraig. 
It  became  apparent  on  Friday,  17th  December,  that  the  heavy  rain 
was  adversly  affecting  land  conditions.  There  was  flooding  of  parts 
of  the  lower  valley  and  there  were  obvious  signs  of  land  movement 
between  Pantteg  and  the  Cilbrwyn  Club  area  on  the  top  road  to 
Ystalyfera.  During  the  next  few  days,  house  occupiers  were  ad- 
vised that  their  premises  were  unsafe  due  to  land  movements,  and 
it  became  necessary  to  find  alternative  accomodation.  An  emer- 
gency meeting  of  the  Council  Authorities  took  place,  and  approved 
the  allocation  of  all  vacant  houses,  new  and  casual  to  persons  re- 
siding within  the  affected  areas  of  Godrergraig,  Pantteg  and  Graig 
Cefn  Parc  until  such  times  as  the  problems  would  be  solved.  It 
was  fortunate  that  houses  were  nearing  completion  in  Trebanos 
and  with  the  willing  assistance  of  that  Ward,  the  department  was 
able  to  house  almost  all  the  people  concerned  before  Christmas 
day.  As  a result  of  the  land  movement  some  thirty  houses  were 
then  or  subsequently  vacated  permanently.  Their  acquisition  by 
the  Council  in  a clearance  exercise  will  be  dealt  with  in  a subsequent 
report.  It  is  difficult  in  the  colder  light  of  later  months  to  recall 
the  disturbances,  discomfort  and  loss  which  the  people  involved 
experienced  at  that  time,  but  one  thing  is  clear— in  such  difficulties 
they  look  and  can  only  look  to  the  Local  Authority  for  guidance 
and  support.

Atmospheric  Pollution. 

At  the  turn  of  the  century  there  is  no  doubt  that  considerable 
air  pollution  took  place.  This  of  course  was  true  of  the  country 
as  a whole  at  that  time,  but  whereas  air  pollution  of  varying  degrees 
still  exists  in  the  “Black  Areas”  of  Britain,  it  is  virtually  absent  in 
the  Pontardawe  area.  The  heavy  industries,  with  the  exception 
of  the  International  Nickel  Refinery  have  gone,  and  the  refinery  in 
itself  is  an  excellent  example  of  air  pollution  control.  The  devel- 
opment of  industries  in  the  area  as  far  as  all  indications  go,  are  of  a 
non-polluting  nature  ; they  will  in  the  main,  be  light  industries  and 
there  is  every  hope  that  the  present  satisfactory  position  will  be 
maintained.

General  Public  Health. 

The  statistics  in  the  earlier  part  of  this  report  indicate  the  wide 
range  of  duties  carried  out  by  the  Department  but  it  is  proposed 
to  refer  here  to  a few  matters  of  particular  interest  which  have  been 
dealt  with  during  the  year. 

(1)  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963. 

During  the  year  further  premises  have  been  registered,  and  in 
the  main  found  generally  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  the  Act. 
In  some  large  undertakings,  extentions  are  in  need  of  consideration, 
and  the  plans  will  be  discussed  with  the  owners,  so  as  to  ensure  that 
the  Act  is  fully  complied  with. 

(2)  Animal  Boarding  Establishments  Act,  1963 

One  premises  only  within  this  area  needs  to  be  registered, 
and  it  is  so  registered. 

(3)  Scrap  Metal  Dealers  Act,  1964. 

This  Act  came  into  operation  during  the  year  and  requires  all 
Scrap  Metal  Dealers  to  register  with  the  Local  Authorities.  The 
inspection  of  their  books  and  invoices  is  a matter  for  the 
constabulary.  Several  registrations  have  been  made,  and  others 
are  under  consideration. 


Swansea  Valley  Canal. 

Your  Officers  are  still  in  discussion  with  British  Waterways 
regarding  the  condition  of  the  flowing  canal,  and  the  piping  of 
the  new  dry  section  from  Hodgson  Road,  Godrergraig,  to  the 
Breconshire  border.  It  became  evident  during  the  landslip  period 
referred  to  earlier  in  this  report,  that  this  dry  section  although 
a nuisance  during  dry  weather  serves  to  contain  a great  deal  of  flood 
water  during  periods  of  heavy  rain,  thereby  limiting  flooding  in 
the  Varteg  Road  area.  The  piping  of  this  section  would  eliminate 
its  present  reservoir  effect,  and  the  endeavours  to  find  a convenient 
outlet  to  discharge  to  the  river  have  delayed  the  piping  project. 
The  possibility  of  utilizing  the  culvert  in  the  only  acquired  in- 
dustrial site,  is  at  the  moment  under  consideration. 
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Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food. 

(1)  Milk. 

Only  designated  milks  are  sold  within  the  area.  The  bulk 
of  such  sales  are  T.T.  Pasteurised.  Inspections  are  made  of  dairies, 
milk  distribution  vehicles  and  sites  where  bulk  supplies  are  delivered 
for  local  retail.  Action  over  the  years  has  effected  considerable 
improvement  in  places  where  these  supplies  are  put  out  for  further 
collection.  Samples  are  taken  to  ensure  efficient  pasteurisation 
and  to  see  that  no  other  infections  are  present.

DISINFESTATION. 

The  services  of  the  Department  have  been  sought  by  house- 
holders throughout  the  area  when  they  find  themselves  in  difficulty 
regarding  infestations.  From  day  to  day,  there  occur  the  ordinary 
problems  of  beetles  and  ants,  but  as  well  as  this,  advice  is  given 
regarding  “Strange  Insects.”  This  phrase  is  commonly  used  and 
the  offending  pest  may  turn  out  to  be  a Spider  beetle,  Carpet  beetle 
or  the  Clover  mite. 

The  Department  is  usually  able  to  identify  and  deal  with  these 
more  unusual  problems,  but  where  there  is  any  doubt,  specimens 
are  sent  to  the  laboratory  for  identification.

PART  II 

ADMINISTRATION  OF  THE  SHOPS  ACT,  1950 

In  accordance  with  the  Agreement  between  this  Authority  and 
the  Glamorgan  County  Council,  the  Report  annually  required  is 
herewith  submitted  on  the  administration  of  the  Shops  Act,  1950. 

1.  Early  Closing. 

The  early  closing  day  varies  in  the  district  by  reason  of  traders 
having  excercised  their  legal  right  of  option  for  the  alternate  day. 
The  exercise  of  the  above  right  has  resulted  in  a variation  of  day 
within  the  same  township.  The  community,  however,  appears  to 
be  well  served.  Particular  attention  has  been  paid  to  ensure  that 
premises  open  for  the  sale  of  exempted  goods  do  not  sell  articles 
not  included  in  the  Schedule. 
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2.  Closing  Hours. 


Shops  within  the  area  close  according  to  the  times  set  out  in 
the  Act. 

The  hours  of  closing  permitted  by  the  Shops  Act,  1950,  operate 
within  the  area,  the  local  Closing  Order  of  1915  being  invalid  due 
to  incompatibility  with  the  above  Act. 


3.  Employment  of  Young  Persons. 

The  provisions  of  the  Shops  Act,  1950,  and  the  Young  Persons 
(Employment)  Act,  1938,  are  generally  observed  within  the  area. 
The  hours  of  work  of  these  young  people  and  the  conditions  of 
their  employment  are  duly  investigated  during  routine  inspections. 

No  matters  affecting  young  persons  and  requiring  action  under 
the  above  Act  arose  during  the  year.  Liaison  with  the  Youth 
Employment  Bureau  has  proved  of  much  assistance  in  the  admin- 
istration of  these  provisions. 


4.  Authorised  Officers. 

Your  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and  first  Additional 
Public  Health  Inspector  are  Authorised  Officers  under  the  above 
Act. 


5.  General  Observations  of  the  Year’s  Work. 

During  1965,  733  inspections  were  made  for  matters  falling 
within  the  Shops  Act,  1950. 

In  order  to  ensure  that  the  hours  of  closing  and  the  provisions 
with  regard  to  Sunday  trading  are  being  observed,  visits  have  been 
made  during  the  evening  in  the  course  of  the  year  and  in  general 
it  is  felt  that  the  provisions  of  the  Act  are  being  respected.
